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ALUMNI WIN NATIONAL AWARD 


The Bryan College Alumni Association has won 
national recognition for year-to-year improvement in 
financial support of the college. Last year Bryan 
alumni were finalists in the judging, which placed us 
in the top twenty-two percent of all colleges, univer- 
sities and independent schools in the United States. 

Bryan received the honorable mention award in 
the Improvement category. It was the second con- 
secutive year that we have qualified as a finalist in 
that category. Our first year’s recognition was based 
on an increase in percentage of alumni donors to the 
annual fund from 10.6%, in 1983, to 13% in 1984. We 
received the honorable mention award the next year 
when the number of alumni donors jumped to 21% 
of our alumni. 

In this year’s program 1,550 institutions submitted 
the required information on their annual fund rais- 
ing programs. Out of that number, 268 were 
evaluated as finalists, and out of those finalists, 47 
received awards. That means our Alumni Associa- 
tion is in the top three percent of the 1,550 competing 
schools. 

It should be noted that judging is based on alum- 
ni support of Bryan’s annual fund, or operating 
budget. Bryan’s alumni have always shown strong 
support for capital projects. For example, over half 
of our alumni contributed to the Rudd Memorial 
Chapel fund drive in the early 1970s.

Bryan alumni are mov- 
ing steadily toward that goal. Figures just released 


this summer for the past fiscal year show that thirty 
percent of our alumni body made a financial gift to 
the 1985-86 operating fund. Fifty percent participa- 


tion would place Bryan in the top twenty-five colleges 
and unviversities in the United States in a current 
comparative study of alumni support.

An Open Letter to Bryan Alumni, 

In the past few months there have been several reports on the Na- 
tional and Local News concerning the health and stability of the small 
college in America. Most of these reports conclude the same way; say- 
ing that America is about to see the end of the small college and univer- 
sity. It has been said that any college of less than one thousand 
students will be closed before 1990. The reasons for these predictions 
are mainly financial. It is assumed that the rising costs of utilities, 
salaries, insurance, and other operating expenses can only drive up the 
tuition thereby running off prospective students, which will result in a 
school that is, at best, hanging on rather than stepping forward. 

We therefore, the alumni of Bryan College have a responsibility to 
see to it that this would never even be a threat to our Alma Mater. If 
every Alumnus of Bryan, that could, would give just ten dollars per 
month support I would assume, for the sake of argument, that almost all 
needs would vanish away. Perhaps we ought to pray to that end. God 
used Bryan College in our lives, now perhaps God can use us in the 
life of Bryan College.

5 Ways An Alumnus Can Help His College

Sometimes 
alumni wonder 
what they can do 
for their college 
or university. 
They know 
schools always 
need money, but 
they wonder if 
there are other 
things they can 
do for their alma 
mater. Here are 
five sugestions. 

1. Talk About 
Your School. 
One of the best 
ways an alumnus 
can help his school is to talk about it. When 
discussions about higher education take place, 
talk about your college. Let a little pride come 
into your voice. Express your gratitude for the 
good things that have come into your life as a 
result of attending your college. 

Sometimes people have some negative feel- 
ings when they leave a school. Usually, however, 


those feelings leave quite soon. Before long, a 
sense of pride takes their place. You remember 
the professors who meant a lot to you and the 
experiences that were typical of the school and 
that are precious memories to you now. It will 
help the college if you will talk about it with your 
friends and acquaintances. 

2. Recruit Students. Look around you at some 
of the young people you know or who attend your 
church. Think about which ones might fit in well 
with your alma mater. Then find an opportunity 
to tell them about your school. It would be a good 
idea to have a current catalog and some literature 
about the school on hand. Be familiar with its 
majors, strengths, programs, and costs. 

3. Bring Young People to Visit. Perhaps the 
most effective way to acquaint young people with 
the college and encourage them to attend is to 
bring them onto the campus. My daughter Ann 
decided, at age 11, that she would attend Bryan 
when we stopped by the campus for a brief visit. 
There is something about seeing the classrooms 
and meeting some of the students that attracts 
a teenager to a college. 

3. Bring in Representatives. If it's impossible 
to get people to the college, then maybe you can 
get the college to the people. If the school has 
regional banquets or meetings, sponsor one in 


your area. If it has musical groups that perform 
in churches or at special occasions, encourage 
the pastor to invite them for a Sunday service 
or banquet. If it sends out speakers or represen- 
tatives, try to get one of them into your area. Hav- 
ing someone from the school come into your 
church or community is a good way to promote 
its programs. 

5. Be Supportive. Pray for your college. 

That’s the kind of support it needs the most. Ask 
God to guide its administrators and strengthen 
its faculty. Intercede on behalf of its staff and the 
student body. Your continued prayers may lead 
you to other ways you can support your alma 
mater. 

The private Christian education movement is 
under severe stress throughout the country. 
Predictions are that some schools will not sur- 
vive. The schools need everyone’s help and sup- 
port if they are going to make it. Perhaps one 
or more of these suggestions will show you 
something specific you can do to help your 
college.
